Ciiaitkk 1. Two ways there ait;, one of 
life and one of death, but a wide difference 
there are between the two ways The way of 
life, then, is this : First, thon shalt love God 
who made thee; second, thy neighW as thy- 
self; and all thing* whatsoever thou wouldst 
should not occur to thee, thou also to another 
do not do. And of these sayings the teach- 
mg is this : Bless them that curse you, and 
pray for your enemies, and fast for them that 
i)ei-secutc you. For what thank | is then?], if 
ye love them that love you? Do not also 
the Gentiles do the same? But do ye love 
them that hate you ; and ye shall not have an 
enemy. Abstain thou from fleshy and world ly 
lusts. If one give thee a blow upon thy light 
cheek turn to him the other also ; and thou 
shall l*e perfect. If one impress thee for one 
mile, go with him two. If one take away thy 
cloak, give him also thy coat. If one take 
from thee thine own, ask it not back, f* in- 
deed thou art not able. Give to every one 
that asketh thee, and ask it not hack ; for to 
all is the Father willing to bestow of his own 
free gifts. Happy I is] he that givcth accord- 
ing to the commandment ; for he is guiltless. 
Woe to him that reeeiveth, for if one having 
need reeeiveth, he is guiltless; but he [that 
reeeiveth] not having need, shall pay the pen- 
alty, why he received and for what, and com- 
ing into straits (confinement) he shall be ex- 
amined concerning the things which he hath 
done, and he shall not escajH; thence until he 
pay back the last farthing. But also now 
concerning this it hath bean said, Let thine 
alms sweat in thy hands, until thou know to 
whom thou shouldst give. 

Cuaitkr II. And the second command- 
ment of the Teaching: Thou shalt not com- 
mit murder, thou shaft not commit adultery, 
thou shalt not commit pederasty, thou shalt 
not commit fornication, thou shalt not steal, 
thou shalt not practice magic, thou shalt not 
practice witchcraft, thou shalt not murder a 
child bv abortion nor kill that which is be- 
gotten." Thou shalt not covet the things of 
thy 'neighbor, thou shalt not forswear thy- 
self, thou shalt not bear false witness, thou 
shalt not siieak evil, thou shalt bear no 
grudge. Thou shalt not be double-minded 
nor double-tongued ; tor to be double-tongued 
is a snare of death. Thy speech shall not be 
false, nor empty, but fulfilled by deed. Thou 
shalt not be covetous nor rapacious nor a 
hypocrite nor evil disposed nor haughty. 
Thou shalt not take evil counsel against thy 
neighbor. Thou Bhalt not hate any man, but 
some thou ehalt reprove, and concerning Bome 
thou shatt pray, and some thou shalt love 
more than thy own life. 

Chapter III. My child, flee from every 
evil thing, and from every likeness of it. Be 
not prone to anger, for anger leadeth the way 
to murder; neither jealous, nor quarrelsome, 
nor of hot temper ; for out of all these mur- 
ders are engendered. My child, be not a 
lustful one, for lust leadeth the way to forni- 
,cation ; neither a filthy talker nor of lofty 
eye ; for out of all these adulteries arc engen- 
dered. My child, be not an observer of 
omens, since it leadeth the way to idolatry ; 
neither an enchanter nor an astrologer nor a 
purifier* nor be willing to look at these things 
for out of all these idolatry is engendered. 
My child, be not a liar, since a lie leadeth the 
way to theft ; neither money-loving nor vain 
glorious, for out of all these thefts are en 
gendered. My child, be not a murmurer, 
since it leadeth the way to blasphemy; neither 
self-willed nor evil-minded, for out of all these 
blasphemies are engendered. But be thou not 
meek, since the meek shall inherit the earth. 
Be long-suffering and pitiful and guileless and 
gentle and good and always trembling at the 
words'which thon hast heard. Thon shalt 
not exalt thyself, nor give over-eon fidence to 
thy soul. Thou shall not be Joined with lofty 
ones, but with just and lowly ones shall it 
have its intercourse. The workings that behalf 
thee receive as good, knowing that apart from 
•Qod nothing cometh to pass. 


Chapter IT. My child, him that speaketh 
totheethewordofGodremembernigfatiukdday; 
and thon shalt honor him as the Lord; for [In 
the place] whence lordly rule is uttered, there 
is the Lord. And thon shalt seek ont day 
by day the faces of the saints, in order that 
thou mayest be refreshed by (or, rest upon) 
their words. Thou shalt not long for divis- 
ion, but shalt bring those who contend to 
peace. Thou shalt judge righteously, thou 
shalt not respect persons in reproving for 
transgressions. Thou shalt not be undecided 
whether it shall be or no. Be not a stretcher 
forth of the hands to receive and a drawer of 
them back to give. If thou hast [aught], 
through thy hands thou shalt give ransom for 
thy sins. Thou shalt not hesitate to give nor 
murmur when thou givest; for thou shalt 
know who is the good repayer of the hire. 
Thou shalt not turn away from him that is in 
want, but thou shalt share ail things with 
thy brother, and shalt not say that they are 
thine own ; for if ye are partakers in that which 
is immqrtal, ho« much more in things which 
are mortal? Thou shalt not remove thy hand 
from thy son or from thy daughter, but from 
[their] youth shall teach [them] the fear of 
God. fliou shalt not enjoin aught in thy bit- 
terness upon thy bondman or maidservant, 
who hope in the same God, lest ever they 
shall tear not God who is over both ; for he 
cometh not to call according to the outward 
ap| tea ranee, but unto them whom the Spirit 
hath prepared. And ye servants shall be 
subject to your masters as to a tyi>c of God, 
in mttdesty and fear. Thou shalt halt.' all 
hypocrisy and even-thing* which is not pleas- 
ing to the Ijord. Do thou in no wise forsake 
the commandments of the Lord; but thou, 
shalt keep what thou hast received, neither 
adding thereto nor taking therefrom. In the 
church thoti shalt acknowledge thy transgres- 
sions, and thou shalt not come near for thy 
prayer with an evil conscience, This is the 
way of life. 

Chapter V. And the way of death is this: 
First of all it is evil and full of eon : 
murders, adulteries, lusts, fornication*, thefts, 
idolatries, magic arts, witchcrafts, rapines, false 
witnessing*, hyi>ocrisies, donblc-heartedness, 
deceit, haughtiness, depravity, self-will, greed- 
iness, filthy talking, jealousy, over-confi- 
dence, loftiness, I Mjast fulness; persecutors of 
the good, hating truth, loving a lie, not know- 
ing a reward for righteousness, not cleaving 
to good nor to righteous judgment, watching 
not for thai which is good but for that which 
is evil ; from whom meekness and endurance 
are far, loving vanities, pursuing requital, 
not pitying a jioor man, not laboring for the 
afflicted, not knowing him that made them, 
murderers of children, destroyer* of the 
handiwork of God, turning away from him 
that is in want, afflicting him that is distress- 
ed, advocate* of the rich, lawless judges of 
the BOOT, utter sinners. Ik- delivered, child- 
ren, from all these. 

Chapter. VI. See that no one cause thee 
to err from this way of the Teaching, since 
apart ii-om God it tcachcth thee. Forjif thou 
art able to l>ear all the yoke of the Lord, 
thou wilt be perfect; but if thou are notable, 
what thou art able that do. And concerning 
food, liear what thou art able ; but against 
that which is sacrificed to idols be exceed- 
ingly- on thy guard; for it is the service of 
dead gods. 

Chapter VII. And concerning baptism, 
thus baptize ye: Having first said all these 
things, baptize into the name of the Father 
and of the Son and of the Holy Spirit in liv- 
ing water. But if thou have not living water 
baptize into other water ; and if thou canst 
not in cold, in warm. But if thou have not 
either, pour out water thrice upon the head 
into the name of Father and Son and Holy 
Spirit. But before the baptism let the bap- 
tizer fast, and the baptized, and whatever 
others can ; but thou shalt order the baptized 
to fast one or two days before. 

Chapter VIII. But let not your fasts be 
with the hypocrites ; for they fast on Monday 
and Thursday ; but do ye last on Wednesday 
and Friday. Neither pray as the hypocrites ; 
but as the Lord commanded in his gos]>el, 
thus pray: Our Father who art in heaven, 
hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom come. 
Thy will be done, as in heaven [so] also upon 
earth. Give us to-day our daily (needful) 
bread, and forgive us our debtas we forgive our 
debtors. And bring us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil ; for thine is the pow- 
er and glory for ever. Thrice in the day thus 
pray. 

Chapteb IX. Now concerning the Thanks- 
giving (Eucharist), thus give thanks. First, 
concerning the cup: We thank thee our 
Father, for the holy vine of David thy servant 
which thou madest known to us through Jesus 
thy Servant ; to thee be the glory forever. 
And concerning that which is Broken: We 
thank thee,- our Father, for the life and know- 
ledge which thou madest known tousthrough 
Jesus thy Servant ; to thee be the glory for- 


ever. Even as this which is broken was scat- 
tered over the hills, and was gathered to- 
gether and became one, so let thy church be 
gathered together from the ends of the earth 
into thy kingdom ; for thine is the glory and 
the power through Jesus Christ forever. But 
let no one eat or drink of your Thanksgiving 

g Eucharist), but they who are baptized into 
e name of the Lord ; for indeed concerning 
this the Lord hath said : Give not that which 
is holy to the dogs. 

Chapter X. But after ye are filled, thus 
give thanks : We thank thee, holy Father, 
for thy holy name which thou didst cause to 
talKTnacle in our hearts, and for the knowl- 
edge and faith and immortality, which thou 
madest known to us through Jesus thy Ser- 
vant; to thee be the glory forever. Thou, 
Master almighty, didst create the whole world 
for'thy name's sake ; thou gavest food and 
drink to men for enjoyment, that they might 
give thanks to th.ie ; but to us thou didst 
freely give spiritual food and drink and life 
eternal through thy Servant. Before all 
things wc thank thee that thou are mighty; 
to thee Ik* the glory forever. Uemeuiljer, 
Loid, thy church, to deliver it from all evil 
and to make it perfect in thy love, and gather 
it, sanctified, from the four winds, into thy 
kingdom which thou hast prepared for it ; for 
thine is the power and glory forever. Let 
grace come and let this world pass away. 
Ilosanna to the Son of David. Whoever is 
holy, let him come; whoever is not so, let him 
re{H!iit. Marantha. Amen, lint permit the 
prophets to make Thanksgiving as much as 
they desire. 

CilAfTKU X I. Whosoever, therefore.cometh 
and teachvth yon all these things, which have 
been said before, receive him. Hut if the 
teacher himself turn and teach another doc- 
trine to the. dest ruction of this, hear him not ; 
bul [if he teaches j so as to increase right- 
eousness and the knowledge of the Lord, re- 
ceive him as the Lord. But concerning the 
apostles and prophets according to the decree 
of the gospel thus do. Let every apostle that 
cometh to you be received as the Lord, lint 
shall not remain [except I one day; but if 
there Ik; need, also the next but if he remain 
three days, he is a false prophet. And when 
the Apostle gocth away, let him take nothing 
but bread until he lodgcth ; hut if he ask 
money he is a false prophet, And every 
prophet that speaketh in the Spirit ye shall 
neither try nor judge; (or every sin shall be 
forgiven, but this sin shall not be forgiven. 
But not every one that speaketh in the Spirit 
is a prophet ; hut only if he hold the ways of 
the Lorn. Therefore from their ways shall 
the j false prophet and prophet be known. 
And every prophet, who ordereth a meal, in 
the Spirit, eateth not from it, except indeed 
he lie a false prophet; and every prophet who 
tcachcth the truth, if he do not what heleach- 
cth, he is a false prophet. And every 
prophet, proved true, working unto the mys- 
tery of l he church in the world, yet not teach- 
ing [others] to do what he himself doeth, 
shall not Ik 1 judged among vou: tor so also 
did the ancient prophet*. But whoever suit h 
in the Spirit: Give me money, or something 
else, yc shall not listen to him; but if he 
saithetK to yon to give for other's sake who 
are in need,* let no one judge him. 

Chapter XII. But let every* one that 
cometh in the name of the Lord be received, 
and afterward ye shall prove and know 
him, for ye shall have understanding 
right and left. If he who cometh is a way- 
farer, assist him as far as ye are able; but he 
shall not remain with you, except for two or 
three days, if need be. But if he willcth to 
abide with yon, being an artisan, let him 
work and eat; but if he hath no trade, ac- 
cording to your understanding see to it that, 
as a Christian, he shall not live with you idle. 
But if he willcth not so to do, he is a Christ- 
monger. Watch that ye keep aloof fmm 
«ueh. 

Chapter XIII. But every trac prophet 
that willcth to abide among you is worthy of 
his stipixMt. Every first-fruit, therefore, of 
the products of wine-prow and thresh ing- 
fli nil-, of oxen and of sheep, thou shalt take 
and give to the prophets, for they are your 
high priests. But if yc have not a prophet, 
give it to the ]K>or. If thou makcth a batch 
of dough, take the first fruit and give ac- 
cording to the commandment. So also when 
thou openest a jar of wine or oil, take the 
first fruit and give it to the prophets ; and of 
money and clothing and every possession, 
take the first-fruit, as it may seem good to 
thee, and give according to the command- 
ment. 

Chapter XIV. But every Lord's day do 
ye gather yourselves together, and break 
bread, and give thanksgiving, after having 
confessed your transgressions, that your sac- 
rifice may be pure. But let no one that is at 
variance with his fellow come together with 
you, until they be reconciled, that your sac- 
rifice may not be profaned. For this is that 




which was spoken by the Lord. In 
place and time offer to me a pure sacrifice; 
for I am a great King, saith the Lord, and 
my name is wonderful among the nations. 

Chapter XV. Appoint, therefore, for 
yourselves, bishops and deacons worthy of 
the Lord, men meek, and not lovers of money, 
and truthful and proved; for they also ren- 
der to yon the service of prophets and 
teachers. Despise them not therefore, for 
they are your honored ones, together with the 
prophets and teachers. And reprove one 
another not in anger, but in peace, as ye have 
it in t lie gospel ; but to every one that acts 
amiss against another, let no one speak, nor 
let him near aught from you until he rejient. 
But your prayers and alms and all your deeds 
so do, as ye have it iu the gospel of our Ix>rd 
CtiAiTEit XVI. Watch for your life's sake. 
Ijel not your lamps be quenched, nor your 
loins unloosed ; but be ye ready, for yc know 
not the hour in which our Lord cometh. 
But often shall yc come together seeking the 
things which are befitting to your souls: 
for the whole of your faith will not profit you 
if ye are not made perfect in the last time. 
For in the last days false prophets and cor- 
raptors shall be multiplied, and the sheep 
shall be turned to wolves, and love shall l>e 
turned into hate; for when lawlessness fri- 
creoseth, they shall hate and persecute and 
betray one another, and then shall apj>ear the 
w-nrld-dci-eiver as the Son of God, and shall 
do signs and wonders, and the earth shall be 
delivered into his hands, and he shall do ini- 
quitous things which have never yet come to 
pass since the beginning. Then shall theere- 
atiou of men come into the lire of trial, and 
many shall be made to stumble and shall per- 
ish; bm they that endure in their faith shall 
Ite raved from under the curse itself. And 
then shall appear the signs of the truth : first 
the sign of an unrolling in heaven; then the 
sign of the sound id" the trumpet, and the 
third, the resurrection of the dead; yet not of 
all, but as it is said: The Lord shall come 
and all his saints with htm. Then sh ill the 
world sec the Lord coming iijm.ii the clouds 
of heaven. 


Ingersol and the Truth. 
Colonel Ingersoll entertained a large audi- 
ence in the city Wednesday evening, with one , 
oj his characteristic . lectures. There was 
nothing new in the address — nothing that he 
himself has not uttered before, and others still 
far belter before him. The trouble with Col- 
onel I tigers*., li is that he is not honest, either 
with himself or his hearers. He scents out 
with great keenness the fault and weaknesses, 
the foibles and hyjiocrisy, of some who pro- 
fess better things, and these imperfections ho 
labels "modem Christianity," or "orthodoxy," 
and issues his tiraduut invective against them. 
If he attacked these sins or faults as such 
ther i could he little said against him, but In- 
does not. His course is the same as if a in mi 
should unearth the defalcations and tricks of 
a few lawyers and at once begin a bitter raid 
against all law, His line of attack ougU to 
be against men who inj ure religion by profes- 
sing and not following it, rather than against 
the true and pure which they disgrace. 

But Colonel Ingersoll is talking about and 
attacking something of which he knows noth- 
ing. What right has he, or any one else, to 
attack the promises of Cod, that all Chris- 
tians revere, if he has not put these premises 
to the test ? He denies all the doctrines of 
the New Testament, and professes to be in 
doubt as to the existence of a Supreme Being. 
The Christian has a right to know, before ac- 
cepting either his ipse dixit or arguments, 
whether he is competent to give an opinion 
upon cither ol these subjects. Has he quali- 
fied himself to speak upon the subject ? The 
Christian will point htm to the passage : "If 
any man will do His will he shall know of the 
doctrine whether it be of God," and if he can 
not qualify under that promise he will read to 
him another truth : ''But the natural man re- 
eeiveth not the things of the Bptrit of God, for 
they are foolishness unto him." Unless Col- 
onel Ingersol has tested this subject as it can 
only be tested, he is incompetent to give an 
opinion upon it. Before he denies the prom- 
ises upon which the Christian relies he should 
comply with the conditions under which alone 
they can be known, and having done so and 
not finding them, then he has the right to 
make his stuck on the religion of Christ. The 
Colonel's only recourse is to do as He re- 
quires other men to do before they can "know 
of the doctrine" — that is, comply with the con 
ditions under which only they can be reveal 
ed. — Chicago JV5ws.
